Well, we've just lost half of 169 meters. 
Only 25 ke remains in any one area. This wes foreshadowed at Atlantic City in 19h7 
when it was provided that Loran, which used these frequencies during the War, should 
continue in the 169 meter band at the sufference of the amateur. Now that this*evolution" 
is taking place, we hope for two things:1) that any letters of protest be directed to 
the Coast Guard and not to the FCC (who didn’t have anything to do with it) and 2) ~~ 
that this action will not serve as a smoke screen for another section of possibly far 
more reaching effect -- the ultimate loss of over 2999 megacycles of spectrum space via 
a route similer to the 169 meter affair. 
- | | On April 18, 1958, the FCC issued an Order 
(meaning thet it ie in effect right now!) allocating all of the amateur hands 220 mc 
and higher primarily to the radiopositioning service and secondarily to the amateur 
with the proviso that the amateur shall not cause harmful interference to the radio- 
positioning service. In 197 we had Loren on 160 meters; in 1958 we have radiloposition- 
ing on ali bands 229 mc and higher. We've seen 160 eleven years later; we wonder what 
will be eleven years later on the last action. 
os It may be well to review briefly just how 
en order of the FCC cen be made effective without prior warning, without an opportunity — 
for any hearing or any defense, and in effect on the day of issuance. The Administra- 
tive Procedures Act requires the FCC to proceed in a rather orderly fashion - give notce 
provide hearings, permit defense, etc, on all actions, except for certain things. In 
this case the GRDER closes with a statement that in view of the representations made, 
thet sufficient cause was shown for waiver of these rules of procedure and that the order 
would therefore be effective without further ado. These waivers were based upon repre- 
sentations of the Office of Defense Mobilization (ODM) that these frequencies were re- 
quired now and forthwith; that they were neeeded in the furtherance of defense plans, etc. 
etc. (and that even though contained t proposals for the forthcoming Conference thet 
they couldn’t wait for that). So on the basis of these statements, the FCC issues the 
ordur, the F866 waives all hearings, and presto, there's a big change in the amateur 
frequency allocations. Now just who is ODM? In these pages we've often "revealed" that 
there are two “FCC's” ( as the amateur mostly visualizes the reguiatory) --one for non- 
governmental frequencies (the FCC) and the other for government frequencies. The lster “ 
by the Communications Act of 1934, 1s the President, who has delegated this authority to 
the Office of Defense Mobilization which in turn operates through the medium of the Inter- 
depertmental Radio Advisory Committee which is composed of representatives of all Govern- 


ment agencies deel ing with frequencies. The last is referred to as JRAG, sO we have 
two regulatory bodies, the FCC and TRAC. OOM is thus in the Executive Office of the 
President and it was established to enable the Executive Office to exercise strong 
leadership in our national mobilization effort including both current defense activities 
end readiness for any future emergency. It is a policy planning and coordinating 
agency. The organization calls for an Assiaant Director for Tele-communications and it 
should be noted that a description of the duties ends, "The functions of this posttion 
are not restricted to mobilizetion but are of a continuing nature during normal as well 
ee abnormal condttions.” We leave it up to you as to whether ODM hee the authority to 
accomplish such a change in the smateur regulations. | | 

Now it will be interesting to note just 
whatheppens and what action if any will be taken by the League. Will the League ques- 
tion whether all of these frequencies are needed all at once and immediately? It 
should be borne in mind that FACES were guaranteed the use of 220 mc even efter.a war 
started, even though reguler amateur operation would cease. But in each and every case 
the amateur, including RACES, shall not cause harmful interference to the radioposition- 
ing service. Will the Directors be told that everthing is well in hand » that the 
League knows what's going on; that there is nothing to worry about - everything is in 
good hands:! Will everything wait until the May meeting? Some of us in Washington who 
know what is going on in our home town will be interested in the anavers. 

THE FOLLOWING IS A PORTION OF THE MEMORANDUM OPINION AND ORDER

Based on the above representa- 
tions, it appears that if these vital national defense needs are to be satisfied, sound 
frequency management requires that the designation dm the Table of Allocations in Part 
2 of the Commisseion’s Rules must be changed at this time to make availeble for use by 
Government services the bands shown. Similerly, in the interest of moking available to 
non-Govermmeat usere as quickly as practicable those bands now designated as exclusive 
Govermment bands or bends which are now shered with non-Govermment stations, but which 
are henceforth to be designated as esclusive non-Govermment bands in partial compensation 
for the losséf other non-Government bands, the Table of Allocations in Part 2 should also 
be amended now. ----- h, 5, 6, and 7 are acitted here. 
7 8. Because of the urgency and nature of 

the Goverment requirements ani the vitel national defense considerations involved herein 
the Commission finds that it ia impracticable and contrary to the public interest to — 
comply with the Public Notice requirements of Section 4 of the Administrative Procedurea 
Act, and that, for the same reasons, the amendments ordered herin should be made effect-

‘The Philmonter (W3QV) A single band (28-30MG8) Mobile Radio Trans.-Receiver. 


The following description of the Philmonter is presented as an idea, rather 
than as a construction article. It is a single band transmitter and re- 
ceiver. The transmitter is operated at approximately 20-25 watts input, 
plate AM modulated, and the receiver is a double conversion arrangement of 
good stability and sensitivity, with noise limiter and squelch. It is 4 
combination of straight forward, commonly used circuits. The package is 
the idea, with the elimination of outboard attachments, control heads, with 
their various extre cables etc. The EOT battery lead, the antenna lead & 
the speaker lead are the only wires that require routing through the car. 
fhe unit is readily removed from the car for use at home, for portable or 
field dey. The transmitter is capable of nearly twice the input, if used 
with a larger power gupply. The power supply was designed with the idea 
that it should not require other than the normal car battery and generator 
for normal dvily use. This unit is designed for 6 volts. 


fhe pover supply uses two vibrator transformers. One is rated at 250 volts 
- 50 mills and the other at 330 volts - 100 mills. The vibrator is of the 
split reed type (OAK) used as two vibrators, one for each transformer. 

fhe swaller power transformer runs continuously, furnishing the receiver's 
requirements. When on transmit it furnishes power to the 6CL6 oscillator 
and the screens of the 6AQ5 modulators. The larger transformer is used on 
transmit only, the primary is cut in by relay in the power unit, it supplies 
the plates of the modulators and the screen and plate of the 2526. The 
current required and used is in excess of 100 mills; however, the duty cy- 
cle is of short duration. The DPDT relay in the power supply is operated 
by the mike switch. In addition to connecting the battery to the larger 
transformer on transmit, the other pole of the relay switches the low vol- 
tage from the receiver to the transmitter, automatically muting the re- 
ceiver. Used in this manner, the functions required in shifting from trans- 
mit to receive are accomplished with a minimum of relays and contacts re- 
quired. 


The package size of the Transmitter - Receiver is 9 1/2 inches x 5 inches 
x 5 1/2 inches. The package size of the power supply is 7 inches x 5 in- 
ehes x 5 1/2 inches. The filaments of the tubes in the transmitter are 
turned on separately from the filaments of the tubes in the receiver.
